RALEIGH, Jan. 14, 1878. 
Kemp P. Battle, Fsq.: 


Str—The office of Superinten- 
dent of . Public Instruction having 
become vacant by the death of Rev. 
James Reid, it devolves upon me to fill 
the vacancy. This is an office of gseat 
Importance tothe peopleof both races, 
and the success or failure of our com- 
mon schools is largely dependent upon 
the qualifications and fitness of the 
Superintendent of Public Instructien. 
Alter maturely considering the matter 


tender the office to you. From a long 
acquaintance, I believe you , in 
an eminent degree, all the qualities and 
qualifications which are necessary and 
requisite to make our common schools 
a success, and that your appointment 
will give general, if not universal, satis- 
faction. Iam further persuaded that 
your freedom from political prejudice 
and intolerance will prompt you to take 
as much interest, oad manifest as much 
zealin behalf of the education and 
moral culture of one race of our fellow- 
citizens as of the other: and that you 
will krow, or favor, or ignore no one on 
account of his or her race or previous 
condition, but that you will administer 
this office and discharge its duties im- 
partially, and without tavor or fear. 

i trust, Sir, that you will accept the 
accompanying commission, and give me 
your valuable aid in an honest effort to 
build up and maintain a good system of 
common schools in our State.

The 
Society will hereafter limit its opera-- 
tions to the two townships of Durham 
and Patterson—leaving the other town- 
ships in Orange county to be supplied 
by the County Society centering at 
Hillsboro, and the Society centering at 
Chapel Hill. <A little systematic and 
vigorous effert, and a division of labor 
will soon supply all the destitution in 
this county.

Sad Affair. 

From the Wilmington Journal of yes- 
terday we glean the following particu- 
Jars of a very unfortunate occurrence: 

“We regret to learn of a sad affair 
that occurred near Flemington, on the 
Wilmington, Columbia & Augusta 
Railroad, last Saturday night. A freight 
train had rum off tie track near that 
place, one of the cars tearing up the 
track so that it needed repairing. Capt. 
B. W. Wilkins, the section-master, was 
therefore at work there with his hands 
until after nightfall. Beicg anxious to 
finish the work as soon as possible, he 
had a spade and was himself shoveling 
the dirt. As they had nearly finished, 
he spoke to one of the hands and told 
him to hurry up, and at the same time 
struck him with the spade, not, it is 
said, at all in anger, but, unfortunately, 
the blow fell on the back part of the 
neck and the man fell dead. <A physi- 
cian was at once sent for, but life was 
extinct. 

These are the facts of the uniortu- 
nate {affair as we heard them detailed. 
Beyond this we could learn nothing, 
not even the name of the unfortunate 
man. 

Since the above was put in type, we 
have received another version of the 
sad affair from a friend up the road. 
He states that the deceas2d, whose 
name was - John , was insurbordi- 
nate to directions given by Captain 
Wlikins, when the latter struck at him 
with the hludle of a spade. Onc report 
is that the blow fellon the back ot the 
man’s head, and another has it that 
he dodged the blow and, in doing so 
tell and broke his neck. At any rate, 
his neck was broken and he died al- 
most instantly. A coroner's inquest 
was held vesterday, but we have not 
learned the verdict. Dr. Morri- 
son, of Whiteville, who made a post 
mortem examination, states that, al- 
though the man’s neck was brokcn, 
there was yet no external signs of inju- 
ry, the scalp and the back of the neck 
exhibiting no truise, whatever. The 
Opinion therefore seems to have gained 
ground that it was broken by a @fall! 
The deceased was employed ca the ma- 
terial train with Mr, Farmer. 

Much regret is expressed at the sad 
affair, and no one who knows him be. 
lieves, for a moment, that Capt. Wilkins 
bad any idea of inflicting a death blow, 
or of causing death,”

Arkansas Election Matters—Decise 
ion of the Court. 

LitTLE Rock, Jan. 15.—Judge Cald- 
well rendered a decision to-day in the 
case of Judge Harrison, against Gov. 
Hardley, col others. He sustains the 
defendant’s demurrer tv the jurisdiction 
of the Court. Hesays the Court has 
no jurisdiction under the Enforcement 
Act of any election, except where the 
parties have been deprived of their right 
to vote by reason of race color or peers 
ous condition of servitude. Inthe 
complainant’s bill no averment of this 
kind is made. He gave leave to the 
counsel to re-argue the case before a 
full bench in April, when it is thought 
Judge Miller ot the Supreme Court 
and Circuit Court Judge Dillton will! be 
pecsent. | 

Referring to the decision of Judge 
Durell, of Louisiana, he” says the Court 
in that case decided it had jurisdiction 
solely on the ground that the averment 
in the complaint set up that the parties 
had been deprived of their right to yote 
by reason of their race, color or previ- 
ous condition of servitude. In this suit 
no such averment 13 made, and the 
complinant is remitted to the Courts of 
this State for relief.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—The Senate 
Committee on patents had before them 
this morning the bill passed by the 
House in May last, relieving the heirs of 
William Grakam trom all disabilities 
now existing, and preventing them from 
renewing or reviving the application of 
the Administrator of the estate for a 
certain invention or discovery of a novel 
method of or means for extinguishing 
fires, &c. Judge Bond, of Chicago, 
represented the Graham heirs and Judge 
Lochrane, of Georgia, and Judge Bar- 
rett, of Washington, the National Fire 
Extinguisher Company, of New York. 

At least a dozen other gentlemen in- 
terested in the Fire Extinguishers were 
present. The Committee considered 
that as it had been so long since Gra 
ham made his application, namely, 
1837, the enteriaining of the proposi~ 


tion for revising said application 
would work injustice to those who 
have embarked their capital in 


the new Fire Extinguishing Companies. 
They therefore unanimously ordered 
that the bill onght not to pass the Sen- 
ate,

The Wilmington Siler cf the 
12th prefaces some well timed remarks 
on “the State Historian” as follows: 

“A year ago “The Morning Star.’ 
with other papers, urged upen Gov. 
Graham, or some other patriotic and 
talented son, to undertake the writing 
of a standard “History of North Caro- 
lina.” That distinguished gentleman 
was unable, owing to business cngage- 
ments, tocomply with the wishes of 
tus fellow citizeus: and none of the 
geveral others qualified for the task has 
volunteered to periorm the important 
work. 

A year rolis around and the question 
is again agitated, the Rale'gh 
leading off.” 

The Star then suggests the name of 
Haywood W. Guion, Esq.,and Mrs. 
Cornelia Phillips Spencer as eminently 
qualified tor the work, and urges upon 
the Legislature the propriety of making 
4 modest appropriation and ol desig- 
nating the proper individual to perform | 
the labor, The Sler concludes : 


“Tet the subject be canvassed. The 
History of North Carolina must be 
written. That proposition is the start- 


ing point.” 

tne Sovtn Waxts.—On this 
suject, the Statesville Intelligencer 
makes an appeal for labor as the great 
desideratium. That paper says that the 
crops have been good throughout the 
South, and the only drawback to our 
material advancement is “the want of 
disciplined labor.” 

There are now in the city of Raleigh, 
farmers from Edgecombe, in search of 
cotton laborers, who report that the 
farms in their section are not more than 
two-thirds supplied with hands, It is 
a general complaint in Eastern Carolina 
that more colored Jaborcrs are squatting 
about than usual. This is a great nuis 
sance, for idleness and crime will go 
hand and hand, and produce poverty 
and suffering as well as increase vice 
and dishonesty. 


Tue Crepir Mosiier.—The Wil- 
mington Star speaking of the Credit 
Mobilier fraud, says: “ There is no 
high source of honorin Congress, It is 
a demagogue’s parliament—a thieves’ 
legislature.” 

On the same subject, the Roanoke 
News says: ‘“ Mr. Ames goes so far as 
to acknowledge that lie did dispose 
of shares in the Association at a reduced 
rate, with the view as be avows to so 
‘influence legislation’ that they would 
take enough interest in the Road to 
prevent its embarrassment, That this 
Was no more nor less than wholesale 
bribery is patent to the least suspicious,

VANDALISM AT CHAPEL HILL, 


Col. W. L. Saunders, one of the 
Editors ofthe Wilmington Journal, has 
given in an editorial correspondence 
from Chapel Hill,a very full and detailed 
statement of the ruins of the University 
buildings, under the management of 
Rev. Solomon Pool, the present 
nominal President. 

Col. Saunders made a tour of iuspec- 
tion through the college grounds, and 
publishes the result of his observations 
ina letter which occupies more than 
two columns of the Journa?. 

for the information of our readers, we | 
condense some of the evidences of des* 
truction of the University property, 
regretting that our space will not allow 
us to publish the letter in full. 

The steps of the gate leading to the 
College buildings at the entrance next 
to the hotel were found broken and 
sunken. 

The beautifal walk leading up to the. 
old East building had grown up with 
“#rass and weeds. 

The steps up the terrace tu the north 
end of the East Building, have rotted 
und sunk down. 


The old Philanthropic Hall was found 


the doors and windows of the old Li- 
brary—the glass and sash brokcu—the 
latter in many instances entirely gone. 
The following description of these 
rooms answers substantially for all the 
rest : 

“The doors were swinging, some with 
their panels staved in und others with- 
out, Asa geueral rule, the floors of the 
rooms and passages were covered with 
fallen plastering, and it is presumed 
will continue to be, as long as the wails 
and ceiling are exposed to the moisture 
of successive winter rains, The north- 
east corner of the root was knocked off 
by the falling of a tree some time ago. 
It is dficult to imagine a building, in 
an inhabited, civilized country, in a 
worse or more disgraceful condition.” 

The Philanthronic Library was next 
visited. Here four windows were 
found open oa one side and five on the 
other. The Library at one time con- 
tained seven thousand volumes. The 
examination was made after the close of 
a rainy spell, and the exposure of the’! 
books to weather must necessarily in- 
jure them materially. 

The South Hall or Ball Room, which 
now contains the College Library, was 
closed, bat on the north side eighteen 
panes of glass were broken, and four- 
teen on the south side. Upon the ground 
“laid the remains of a glass jar, and 
several little snakes or reptiles of some 
sort, some fish or other curious things 
that had evidently been prepared in 
alcohol for some purpose or other.” 

The doors and windows of South 
Building were generally open, with 
glass broken, sash aud panels broken or 
altogether missing; the floors were 
covered with fallen plastering, and upon 
the walls were found writings of the 
most obscene character. 

The cabinet of minerals in Prof, Phil- 
lips’ old recitation room did not escape 
the general wreck. The drawers con- 
taining the specimens were unlocked or 
open, and the specimens scattered 
around. The cabinet was once very 
valuable, and according to the catalogue 
contained over two thousand specimens 
of minerals, collected from all quarters 
of the known world. This cabinet was 
purchased in Europe many years ago by 
President Caldwell at a beavy expense, 

Girard Hall or the Chapel, the old 
West Building, the new West Building 
and Person Hall. were each visited in 
turn, and the same old story is told of 
broken glass, open doors, panels and 
sash gone, &c., &., ad nauseanr. 

Presideat Poo! is held responsible for 
this disgraceful state of affairs. It the 
account given by Col. Saunders be true, 
and it no donbtis true Jiterally, then 
has Mr. Pool been guilty of gross dere- 
liction of duty and has been made him 


self amenable as a public officer. 

The destruction of the University 
property calis for investigation and 
public rebuke, and offers the strongest 
and most unanswerable argumests in 
favor of achange in the management of 
the Institution. 

There is not now nor has been in 
twelve months a single student at the 
University, as we learn from the Jovrna/, 
and Mr. Pool is the only remainirg 
member of the Faculty. We presume 
he draws his salary all the same. Is he 
not satisfied with his work of demolli- 
tion and desolation? Will he thrust 
himsell longer in the way, as an obstacle 
to the education cf the young men of 
North Carolina 7

Advantages. 


Mr. Epiron: Will you allow me a 
short space in your valuable paper to 
Say a few words for Burke. Ido not 
think that even the Buncombeites will 
doubt the assertion, that we have the 
finest climate in the State. Wehave a 
fine, pure atmosphere, free from the ex- 
tremes to which the counties west of the 
Ridge are subjected. Morganton, the 
county seat, has been since the war quite 
a& summer resort for persons from 
Eastern North Carolina and South 
Carolina. In this connection I will 
mention two valuable Springs, “Glen 
Alpine’ and “Peidmont.” The first, Glen 
Alpine, is situated thirteen miles south 
of Morganton, at the base of the South 
Mountains, and is owned by Col, T. G. 
Walton, ©. FP. McKesson and Robert 
ack ..h. There ure no improvements 
at these Springs, but tke Proprietors 
give persons permission to erect cabins 
on the premises. Several families 
avalled themselves of this opportunity 
the past scuson. I have never seen an 
analysis of the waters, but understand 
that it contains “Lithia.” Certain it is 
that it contains some powerful remedial 
agent that cures chronic diseases in 
an incredibly short time. believe 
that Colonel Walton has certificates 
from several persons who have been 
benefitted by these waters: one from a 
prominent genticman of this State, who 
has been an invalid for a number of 
years, and consulted the best medical 
authority in the United States says that 
uc has derived material relief, if not a 
cure. “Piedmont” is situated 
sixteen miles north of Morganton, and 
1s owned by Mr. Gabriel Pearcey. It 
has a chalybeate sulphur spring, the 
waters of which are very fine. Mr. P. 
tells me that he intends improving in 
the Spring, preparatory to the entertain- 
ment of guests next summer. Persons 
desirous of visiting these places can 
always find means of transportation in 
Morganton. ‘The mineral resources of 
Burke are as great, if not greater than 
any county in the State. Mica in con- 
siderable quantities has been found on 
the tands of Mr. Huffman, about ten 
miles from Morganton. Mr, Notting- 
bam Murphy, of Philadelphia, who lias 
examined specimens of this mica, says 
that it is equal to, if not superior tothat 
of Mitchell county, Graphite has been 
found in the county, but in what quan- 
tity or quaiity [am unable to say. I 
see that soap-stone is being used 
in the manufacture of stoves, and 
I would call the attention of Cap- 
italists to the fact that a very 
superior quality is to be found in 
Burke. One quarry is ator near Glen 
Alpine Springs, also one twelve or fif- 
teen miles north of Morganton, I un- 
derstand that “Asbestos” has been found 
on the Jands of Mr. John Rutherford. 
Messrs. Sprague & Bond have com- 
menced the manufacture of white pine 
shingies on Johns River, about thirteen 
miles from Morganton. These shingles 
are superior to the ordinary shingle in 
every respect. They have already had 
several large orders. 

The principal crops of Burke are 
wheat and corn, though for the past few 
years considerable attention has been 
paid to the culture of tobacco. I heard 
a& prominent farmer say that he believed 
that cotton could be raised advantage- 
ously in the eastern portion of the coun- 
ty. 

Our citizens are getting up a peti- 
tion to the Legislature asking the pas- 
fage of an act prohibiting the sale of 
intoxicating liquors within one mile of 
the Court Wouse. This is a move inthe 
right direction, and I hope that it will 
meet the hearty concurrence of both 
Houses of our State Assembly. I may 
at some future time speak of the gold 
resourees of Burke. SCRIBBLER.

Her nonchalance seems to 
have puzzled the reople of New Haven, 
but probably she was rejoicing at her 
fortunate escape from the gallows, The 
evidence against her was conciusive, and 
rumor, of course, acenses her of other 
similar crimes, and attributes to her, as | 
usual, the Character of a Borgia. The 
man Johnson, who murdered his land- 
lndy, Mrs. Hicss, because she detained 
his clothes for a debt, was also tried at 
New Haven Saturday, and found guilty 
of murder in the first degree, It would 
be hard if out of these two murders 
the people should be denied tiie excite- 
ment of at least one execution.

From the New York Heraldeof Jan. 10, 
Death of Louis Napoleon the Third. 
The death of Louis Napoleon will 


to-day be the cubject of much conver- 
sation, the theme of innumerable news. 
paper articles and a world-wide sensa- 
tion. That it should beso is not matter 
for wonder. Noone man for the last 
twenty-five years has figured so largely 
before the world. He was the head ct 
a great nation, the acknowledged chief 
of a great people. Forty millions of 
Frenchmen rceognized his authority, 
and a million of bayonets were ever at 
his command. Since 1848, Lut partic- 
ularly since 1852, his word has been 
law toa great nation—a nation which 
has priced itself in being the pivotal 
Power of Europe. It was a favorite 
saying of the decessed Emperor that 
when France was contented whe world 
was at rest. His knowledge of the 
French character was profound and 
thorough; he knew how to humor it; 
and hence he was strong. It was natu- 
ral that the wrath of sucha man should 
be dreaded, and that his favor should 
be courted. For twenty years, it is fair 
to say, he was believed to be the umpire, 
the arbiter and the master of Europe. 
It was his own belief, it was the world’s 
belief, that he wasthe favorite child of 
fortune. He was, in some respects, even 
more than his uncle the Cresar of the 
modern world. He seized power and 
he held it for many years with a 
vigorous hand. His election as Presi- 
dent of the Republic in 1848 was some- 
what of asurprise to the world; the 
coup de’ etat was an insult to France; 
but the world got over the surprise, 
and France forgot the insult; and the 
result was that France found prosperity 
under a Second Empire, and the world 
learned a2 invaluable lesson from a new, 
vigorous and practical teacher. Fora 
time, even after France accepted him 
as chief, he was laughed at, ridiculed 
and caricatured as alucky parvenu, asa 
fortunate imbecile. But the man had 
faith in himself and bided his time. His 
first grand revelation of strength was 
when, in connection with Greai Britian, 
he snubbed the aggressive spirit of 
Russia and added the Crimea to the 
other numerous names which gave 
glory to France,glory to the Empire and 
glory to the house of Bonaparte. The 
Crimean war established him on his 
throne,the French people adored him and 
the crowned heads of Europe did him 


Napoleon, for the second time, a power 
in Europe, and trom that time all idle 
talk about the parcenz and the imbecile 
ceased. The Bonaparte dynasty was by 
universal consent re-established; France 
was again the mistress of the nations, 
and Paris was the fashionable capital 
of the world. It is not our business in 
this article to enter into all the details 
of the late Emperor's public career since 
lis advent to power. Wecannot, how 
ever, in this connection refrain from 
mentioning his Italian campaign in 
1859-60, when, placing himself at the 
head of his armies be crushed the power 
of Austria at Magenta and Solferino, 
at once giving emphasis to his theory of 
the unification of nationalities and pav- 
ing the way for the practical unity of 
Italy. This, again, was a great personal 
triumph ; and it was flattering to France 
as it was gratifying to himself. it was not 
unnaturally felt that thestar of Austerlitz 
shone over the destinies of the Second 
Empire. In 1860 what monarch in 
Europe was sc powerfui as the Emperor 
of the French; His nationality theo- 
ries tound tresh expression in his Mexie 
can campaign; but his Mexican cam- 
paign proved a failure, and with that 
failure began his troubles. The tide 
had reached its ebb and was now res 
ceding ; it meyer turned again in his 
favor. He began to yield to popular 
clamor, and the Freuch people, with 
their usual fickleness, proved ungrateful. 
France had now a Parliament and the 
press was unchecked, and Parliament 
and press compelled him to seek the 
rectification of frontiers. The Rhine 
boundaries question resulted in a fresh 
failure. Prussia would not yield and 
the Emperor would not fight. The 
late war, itis now well known, was 
undertaken against his will; and with 
the results of that war the reading 
public is familiar. France was inglori- 


was dethroned and now the exiled Em- 
peror is dead. His death does not effect

His death at any time between 
1852 and 1870 would have produced 
not only national but world-wide finan- 
cial ruin.
